Rehearf. The Town Lefieged is the Seage. 
The Befiegers are the Church, The Charch has 
of late Years wrote more Preflingly againft 
the Prophanefs and Jm-morality ot the Stage 
than of many Years paft. I believe I may 
fay, That at leaft 10c00 Books, fuited to 
Common Capacities, have been Diltributed 
Gratis amoug the People upon this Subject. 
Such large Editions being Printed on Purpofe. 
Yet now Mr. De Foe makes a Violent Satyr 
againft the Charch on account of the Stage. 

And he Particularifes hina who Began this 
late Affauls upon the Stage, with Surprizing 
Wit and Learning, and makes him the Subject 
of his Brffoonry. 

Country-m, He Names Mr. Collier, and calls 
his Excellent Work SARCASMS upon the P L_AY- 
HOCSE, and SATYRS vpen the STAGE. And 
bids him, Never talk oj the STAGE any more. 
And Laughs at him for his Converts ! 

Reber f. He has made Converts. And it has 
been Obferv’d, That fince his Book came out, 
the Compoferes for the Stage have not Run to 
that Exce/s of Riot as betore. And if he has 
brought the Players (who are not fo much 
in Blame as the Poets) to the Building of 
Churches, inftead of being of No Church, it is 
a Converfion he needs not be Afham’d of. 
and fuch as the Difenters have not yet 
fhew’d ! 

But his calling the Serious and Weighty Ar- 
guments of Mr. Cofier, by the Name of Sar- 
cafms and Satyr, is really a Defence of the 
Stage, and being on their fide againft him. 
And fhews, that Mr. De Foe is more for 
the Stage than for the Church. Elfe he wou’d 
hot have Arrack'd Mr. Collier, in fo Rude a 
Manner, and that wholly and foley on Ac- 
count of his Writing againft the Stage. And 


what Mr. De Foe fays again the Stage, is 
Meerly to Blacken the Church the More.

Rehearf. That is like what their Good 
Brethren of a Presbytery in Scotland {aid upon 
a like Occation, fince the Revolution, for 
Good Wits may Fump. One of their Leaders, 
and a Main Pidar of the Covenant, had Got 
Company with him not fit to be Nam’d, in a 
Tavern, on the Sabbath. Day, with Trumpets and 
Haughrboys, &c. Which was Publickly known, 
and gave Great. Scandal. The Presbytery Con- 
fulted upon this, What fhou’d they do? 
How cou’d they Excufe him, who wou’d Pu- 
nifh a Malignant for Crofling the Street, or 
Walking ia his own Garden oa That Day !

( 5.) Country-m. He fays, This Contribution 
is but a Civil taking out a Licence for Play- 
Houfes, and they may now Claim fairly a Li- 
berty, and Tax you with Ingratitude, sf you Re- 
fufe them. 

Rebearf. What fignifies that? We have 
Thofe that Tax us with /ngratitude when they 
have Cut our Throats and are doing it Again !
